^rook w'th a post made visible by these monuments. At the same time most of our so urces indícate that ir- 
rat* r.ality had increased and the m* 'numents thus becamc ve hieles of supcrstition, both feared and necd* 
ed at the same time, because they oould foreteü futurc events. Thcre was also a dnve to comprehcnd thc 
past tn ( hnstian terms and to abvirb the pagan remains into thc domínant ideology of Christumty. Idc* 
•»>CKaJ anal* *jpcs wrth paga mim were found regardmg moral issues. The stnking cffort to appropriate 
the Ugacy of the past in the form of its monuments and artntic themes was more 1 ikcly to endure among 
the karoed uppcr ciato, the intelicctuaJ di mate of which nourished idcalizatK>n of the past.

Prívate churches 

Prívate churches werc more numerous by íar than parish churches buill on the initiative of the 
i'ishop and under h» supervisión. Sources tell us that such pnvate churches were built everywhere on 
countrv estáte* and in cines Comtraction of churches was an expression of piety They were alvo in¬ 
dícame of the shift in emphavis from pubhc to prívate life, which marks the transition to mcdiaeval 
Byzantium Chnstian Fathers repeatedly urge Christians to avoid public places and stay homc in the

churches not long after they had bcen establishcd. The passage of time was a major factor in the ncglect, 
"hile poor management of their finantes led to loss of their assets. 2285 Jasuman s Navtl 67 (a. 538) explains 
that, although patrons wcre eager to build churches for their rcputation, they negJected to grant them 
an annuitv that would assure their maintenance, lighting. and the salaries of thc priests. Thus thanks to 
lack of resourccs many churches carne cióse to collapsing over the passage of time. In the future, thc 
founders of ncw churches were to mform bishops of the funds they intendcd to dónate to their churches. 
If the funds »ere not sufíicient. they were to be invested in the restoration of existing churches. Con¬ 
struction of ncw monasterics, churches and chapéis (eukterioi oikoi) were to be undertakcn under the 
direct supervisión of thc bishops: they were to sanction their construction, and celébrate publicly the 
cereraony of the foundation by implanting a cross. 2288 


Christian munificence 


Church Fathers and bishops urged Christians to construct churches. The construction of churches 
constituted a demonstration of smeere religious feelings, whilst also strengthening the position of the 
Church. Sptrirual rewards. the worldly expectations of the founders, and social Services offered to the 
weak were the anticipated benefits ansing from church construction. John Chrysostom explains thc 
ideology prorooted by the Church. He urges landlords to erect churches on their estates, instead of sec¬ 
ular buüdings, markets and balhs. To the arguraent that the retum of the investment m church con¬ 
struction was small by comparison to the expense. John Chrysostom replies that its reward was in social 
and spintual tenns. The landlord is to regard the church as a wife or a daughter to whom he has given 
a dowry The annuity that provided the church s future function was only a small part of his revenue and 
it should be regarded as a gtftto God. In retum. the memory of the church founder would be perpetu- 
ally commcmorated by the worshippers. The fields of the founder would be blessed with mcreased pro- 
ductrviiy. and he would be protected from aU misfortunes. Next to the worldly benefits were spintual 
benefits the construction of a church was a spintual work. for the church is a place for prayer: the sponsor 
of a church would receivc a long-lastmg reward on the Day of the Judgement. 22 * 7 

In the course of the early Byzantme period, the official Church increasinglv stressed secular concems 
and worldly rewards for the founder* of churches and ecclesiasúcal institutions. Severus explains that 
congregations attended churches m order to pray. They presented the samts with their requests and

rather lhan tiut of Chrollan humilit). which mighi have been expccted. A (uncrary inscription from a 
sarvophagus from Laodioca m Asia Minor. daied lo about 340 A.D . coniains a bishop's autobiography 
and praise for ihc consiructKin of a church. He was a memher of the boule. served as soldicr in the office 
oí the gosemor tn the prounce of Pisaba, and was married lo ihe daughier of a Román senaior. He 
resisted pressure lo sacníicc lo the pagan gods. and he was finally ordained bishop. He constructcd a 
church wt'h ail its embclUshmenis of sioas. leirastoa. wall painungs, mosaics. a fountain and a vestibulc, 
and ornamental stonework. He accordinglv had ihese achievemcnts engraved on his sarcophagus to 
adoro tbe church and tus famdy (ríe xooyiov rf )5 éxxAqoui; xai tot) y¿vou; pov)." '' Chrisiian authors 
cnucize ihe cxcessrvc construction adivines of some bishops and complain of Ihc loss of resources, 
wfuch could have been used to help the poor and sick. Tlte obsession of the bishop of Alcxandna 
Theophilus with budding construction (kif)o|iavia) bccame legendary. Palladius relates the story of a 
wealtbv widow who donated 1,000 gold coins to a priest to buy elothes for Alexandria’s poor women, 
and ¡nsiructed him not to inform bishop Theophilus, for the bishop, she fcared, would spend the money 
on buiidmg. Palladius comments that many bishops showed real passion (.tríOo;) for budding. and thcy 
did mjustxe to the poor by \amly spending much money on lavish constructions. Thcy believed that by 
spoosonng the erection of raised courtyards in churches, raised pools, baths, etc., thcy would appear 
virtuous (xp*l<7t»0 and painstaking (qpiXífciovoi). and would thus be honoured.—** 

Rbetoncai works and inscriptions combine the tradilional tctminology of ancient urban benefaction 
wuh Chnstian ideology to describe Chnstian munificence. For Choricius, the purpose of erecting 
churches was to preserve and rencw the memory of pious acts of holy men, 22,5 and, in contras! to the 
cr«nstructi"n of other buildings, which adomed the citv, the construction of churches added beauty to 
the urban e n virón me nt and also glorified God Churches built by bishop Marcian showed his piety 
and respcct for the saints 22 '' Worldly glory of the sort deriving from ancient euergetism contmued to 
be valued. bemg placed immediately after the Christian concept of piety: the restoration of the Church 
of the Holy .Apostles at Gaza gase glory (evxÁeiav) to the bishop.^ Choricius abo shows that the ancient 
competitivo spint whcreby each individual City armed to create the most splendid civtc buildings had 
shifted to competition to construct the most splendid church. When the Church of St. Stcphanus was 
buüi in Gaza by bishop .Marcian and the arthon Stephanus. the other cities were compcllcd to admit
